A recent decision by a Canadian 
Court opens up a new industry to 
the enterprising citizens of the Do- 
mipion. It is to the effect that if 
a married Canadian comes to the 
United States and here marry 
again, he cannot be prosecuted for 
bigamy, nor for living with both 
wives, unless it can be proved that 
he crossed the line with the inten- 
tion of getting married. As in- 
tended marriage is lied about under 
the most lawful and favorable of 
circumstances, this intention can- 
not be proved. The San Francisco

There is a prospect of a coffee 
famine in the world at large, ow- 
ing to crop failures in a large num- 
ber of coffee-producing districts. 
Rio produced several million bags 
less than usual in 1886, and the 
prospect is of a still further decline 
in the crop this year. Competent 
authorities estimate tbe crop of 
1887 at not over 4,000,000 bags as 
against former crops of 8,000,000. 
Java and Ceylon only gave half a 
crop last year. There is a falling 
offin the crop of Costa Rica, and 
an aivance of three cents a pound 
in Mocha coffee indicates a similar 
state of things in that district. 


The Omaha Bee heads a scorch- 
ing editorial with the title, “Infa- 
mous Law-makers.”’ The article 
certainly warrants the heading. 
“Former Legislatures,’’ says the 
Bee, “have been tampered with 
and had their black sheep, but 
never before bas a Legislature tol- 
erated and countenanced sueh a 
lawless mob of brazeu dealers in 
legislative honor.” It is these 
dealers that the law should get at. 
They appear to be as shameless in 
Nebraska as in Nevada.

The Stock Growers’ Association 
of Wyoming, now nearly fifteen 
years old, is the largest of the kind 
in the world. It organized with 
ten members, representing 20,000 
head of cattle, and now has over 400 
members, representing 2,000,000 
eattle, more than 100,000 horses, 
several bundred thousand sheep, 
with real estate and plant worth in 
all more than $100,000,000. 


The official list of the new House 
of Representatives has at last been 
completed, and it shows that that 
body will will stand politically as 
follows: Dewocrats, 169; Repubi'- 
cans, 152; Independeuts, 3; vacancy, 
1; total 325. There will be 14 con- 
tested cases, but their decision is 
not l'kely to alter the above classi- 
fication.

A Terribie Confession. 
Sr. Louis, March 22. 
One year ago this month, one of the 
bloodiest murders of human beings 
known, was committed near Erie, 
Kansas. J. W. Sell, a well-to-do 
farmer, and his ‘whole family, except- 


ing one son, Willie,a boy 16 years old, 
were found murdered, their heads be- 
ing crushed and their throats cut. 
There has been a great diversity of 
opinion as to whether Willie Sell com- 
mitted the murder. On the trial there 
was no evidence against the boy, and 
the jury failed to find any motive for 
the crime. On the contrary, it was 
proven that Willie was an ex- 
ceptionally good boy, and that 
be and his sister Ina were 
more than commonly fond of each 
other. Tae boy confessed last night 
that his father, on the night of the 
moarder, had a quarrel with his son, 
Watt, when the latter struck his father 
witha hatchet. Willie obtained the 
hatchetfrom Watt and knocked Watt 
down. The mother and sister came 
into the room screaming, and Willie 
knocked them down. Ina frenzy he 
cut his brother Watt’s throat, and he 
then declared that if any of the others 
came to life he feared they would de- 
clare that he had killed Watt, and so 
he cut their throats. The recital cor- 
responds to the facts as ascertained at 
the trial.

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Scientific Miscellany. 


“APPARENT “DISTANCE OF SUN AND 
Moon.—To determine how far off the 
moon actually appears from the eye 
the late Mons. Plateau devised an 
ingenious experiment, which may be 
repeated by any person. Looking 
steadily at the full moon a few mo- 
ments, he turned suddenly round 
toward a wall, and noted the size of 
the dark accidental vs pm “amg 
image when projected on the wall. 
When, by moving forward or back- 
ward, this spectral image is made to 
assume the size of the real moon, it 
must appear to be the same distance 
from the observer’s eye; and Mons. 
Plateau found his distance from the 
wall to be about fifty-six yards, In 
a similar manner Mons. Stroobant 
proved the sun’s apparent distance 
to be about fifty-three yards. 


Breta or THe Microscore.—The 
origin ef the microscope, that most 
important instrument ef modern re- 
search, is lost in the mists of antiq- 
uity. A rock crystal lens and a 
microscopic engraving were un- 
earthed by Layard at nme and 
many of the gems in the British mu- 
seum could not ibly have been 
cut by their ancient engravers with 
unassisted sight. Later evidence of 
the use of water-filled glass globes 
as magnifying and burning giasses 
is furnished ie Pliny, Seneca and 
Plutarch. Alhazen, the Arabian, 
made known in Europe the magni- 
fying wer of lenses about the 
eleventh century. It is rally 
believed that the firsé microscope 
with double glass was invented by 
Jansen, in 1590, although Roger Bacon 
is credited with a previous invention 
at Oxford in the thirteenth century. 


Extent AND V BLOcITY or Storms.— 
Prof. EK. Loomis finds that in the 
United States a low pressure area, 
with only one system of cyclonic 
winds, frequently has a diameter of 
1,600 miles, and that cyclones over 
the Atlantic frequently have diame- 
ters of 2,000 miles. Widespread 
areas of low barometer, having sev- 
eral centers of cyclonic action, may 
have a diameter of 6,000 miles or 
nay even form a belt extending 
nearly, if not quite, round the globe 
between the parallels of 40 and 50 
degrees north latitude. On the other 
hand, trepical cyelones are often only 
500 miles, or even less, in diameter. 
In the United States, the signa! serv- 
ice records for thirteen years show 
that the average rate of progress of 
storms for the year is 28.4 miles per 
hour, rising to the maximum, 34.2 
miles, in February, and falling to the 
minimum, 22.6 miles,in August. In 
Europe storms travel much more 
slowly, the mean rate of progress 
during the five years ending 1880 
being 16.7 miles, reaching the maxi- 
mum of 19 miles in October, and fal!- 
ing to the minimum of 14 miles ia 
August.
